From Onr Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, April 2.j.— Tlic lioiise .spent 
to-dny in committee of supply. The lir.st 
items taken up were tljose relating to 
civil govei-nmoiit. The Conservatives 
made a determined ami iiarti.illy sik- 
cessful attempt to secure from tlie kov- 
ornment an e.xiilanution of llieir policy 
witli reference to the inereiise t)f sal- 
aries in the civil service. Tlie estimates 
tills year contain oJiowance for increased 
salaries to a number Of government em- 
ployees wliile others who so far as known 
are C(iually deserving receivei no iu- 
cToaso. Under thQ Conservative regime 
the practice was to advance employees 
$SU per annum until the muxiuiuiu o£ 
their class was reached. The Liberals, 
however, have substituted an arrange- 
ment of their own which makes the in- 
creases go by favor, each minister ad- 
vancing those iu his own dopartineut 
whom he sees fit. 

Mr. Fielding stated deliiiitely that tlie 
government would not give the Ktatut()ry 
increase yearly and would not recognizo 
that clerlis liad any inonil claim to such 
increase but would exorcise its best judb'- 
ment iu each case. 

At the evening session it was demon- 
strated that the increases are being 
given most unfairly, miiny deserving 
employees being ignored. 

An Uninformed Minister. 

Mr. Siflon's estimates were allowed to 
sin 11(1 as hp could not give desired in- 
luniiatioii regarding the upi>oiutment of 
it man named Ferguson.

The house- watclieil him swal- 
lowing his record to-clay and greatly en- 
joyed the spectacle, even members of the 
govcnimeiit laughing heartily over it. 
Gives film a Pull. 

Some discussion took place as to the 
pn)i)riety of the Solicitor-General appear- 
ing in court as counsel for private citi- 
/.iis and principally in ci-iniinal cases. 

Mr. Hennelt pinnteil nut, that wlierc 
the .Solicitor-t!eueral appeared fur per- 
sons charged with crime and wliere 
cleineiu-y was afterwards e.Kcrcised at 
(he instance of llie department of justice 
in su. li casi s, tile public might easily get 
I he iuipnvsioii that undue influence was 
being exercised. 

Mr. Fitzpal-icl; explained tliat as a 
matter of fact he never Jiad anything to 
do Willi l-lie exercise of eleiiiency. lie 
admitted that tliere might; be a difference 
of opinion a.s to the propriety of his ap- 
pearing for the accused in criminal cases 
but it was n matl(M' which he was will- 
ing to leave to the judgment of h-s col- 
leagues in tlie government. 

Dawson's Condition. 

Senator Macdonald will ask if the gov- 
ernment has issued orders for the im- 
provement of the sanitary condition of 
Dawson City. 

Atlantic Service Ncn'<-'cfcd. 

T,';ere was considcrtible tulle in tlie 
lobbies! Jliis iifternooii over a report from 
Montreal thflt the govenuni'iit luul 
awarded the contract foi' the fast At- 
lantic serviei' to the GaiintUi'l" Pacilic 
Kaihvay Cotnpaiiy. AVliile a positive an- 
nmiuceniciit ol' this nature would be 
gralil'.viiif.' to tlie country as sliowini; 
tliat at last tlie iirojoci li.ad lu'eii jilaced 
iu n'spiiiisilile hands yet your i-nri-es- 
ponilciii is aiitliorized to say lliat tlierr is 
absnlulely no trulh iu tlii' reporl. 'I'lie 
gciveriiinciit is not ne;;()l iatiug at present 
for a fast service with any coinimny or 
syndicate. 

Gerrymander Not Lawful. 

There is an interesting report in cir- 
culation to-night that the goveninieut 
will jwt press the redistribution bill this 
year. Should the report prove true the 
fact will materially shorten tl>e duration 
of the session. It is said that several 
ministers incline to the belief that a ri>- 
distributioii hill jiassitl liefore the taliiu^' 
of the decennial census, which is not 
duo until I'.Ktl, \v(uil(l be constitutionally 
inoperative, aiul that if it were pas.sed 
it would lie quashed liy the courts with 
the result that far greater hnnn would 
he done to the govenuueut's jiri'slij,-!' 
than if the matter were allowed in siand 
over for a year or t wo. The rcpoi I is 
^'iven for what it is worth but uiit lli.T 
the government decides to press ils niea- 
siirc or not, doubt about Uio constitu- 
tionality of a redistribution measure 
pressed this session or next will still re 
main.

The Gi\p- 
tain disclaimed imy intention of insult- 
ing the Gemian Einpercu- or Admiral 
von Doidcrich, and said that his remarks 
on the occasion of the Union League 
Club biuuiuet wore made in the most in- 
formal manner, in tlie company ot 
friends, without any thought that tliey 
would be repeat^'d in the public press. 
As tho.v did appear, he saiil, lliey wine 
exaggerated and distorted and he was 
made to say things he did imt utter, lie 
claiin.s that under the cireunislaiices his 
remark.s should be regarded a.s privi- 
leged.

It is un- 
derstood tliat the Captain will soon re- 
tire from the service through the regu- 
lar channel and it is thought in view 
of this fact and further tliat he render- 
ed distinguished services at the naval 
engagement at Manila, tly? authorities 
will Khow him as much consideration ns 
is consistent. 

Aeordiiig to arranjremcnts made some 
days ago for the President's visit to 
Philadelphia, he should go aboard the 
Ualeigh next Friday morning as a spec- 
ial coniplinient to Captain Coghlan.

Americans Work Tiieir Way to 
Calumpit but Rest Be- 
fore Assault. 



Bravery In ^Advance Upon Well 
Sheitered and Des- 
perate Enemy. 



Filipinos Exacting Terrible Price 
for Surrender of Their 
Liberty. 



By Associated I^ss, 
Manila, April 25.-10:30 p. m.— Gen. 

Macarthur's division fought to the 
treiiehi's before Caluniiiit to-day, ad- 
vancing four miles through woods and 
jungle and crossing the Bagbag river. 
Six Americans were killed and twenty- 
eight woiiiKh'd. 

'I'lir Soulli Dalcota regiment pursued 
the insurgents to the outskirts of Calum- 
pit, Avliich was so strongly protected that 
Gen. Macarthur deemed it best to with- 
draw his tired figlitors and camp for ii 
niglifs rest before assaulting the town. 
The largest buildin.gs oC Calumpit were 
on liri> when the Aniericaus crossed the 
river a mile away, indicating the iiitou- 
tioii of tlio insurgents to abandon tlie 
place. 

The insurgents seem to have adopted 
a settled policy of retiring from one 
position to another after indicting the 
greatest possible damage upon the ad- 
vaiK.'ing army. Their forces to-day were 
well <lrillod. lOvery foot of the ground 
was tenaciously disputed by thoroughly 
orgaiii/.ed troops, wlio stood remarkably 
liriii, even before artillery. The enemy 
had planned to wrecl< the American ar- 
tillery transport train. This attempt 
was a failure, but a span of the iron 
rtiilwny bridge over the river was de- 
stroyed, hampering tlie American trans- 
liurtatidii for some time. The Filipinos 
cut the girders, intending to - liaTe. 'the 
structure fall with the train,. bilt it col- 
lapsed prematurely with its own weight. 

The. Bagbag river, which is' about 100 
yards wide at that poin^ wus splendidly 
fortified, -and the Americans were com- 
polle<l to approacli. over an open space, 
from which tlio. rebels had cieared every 
ohstruetion in sight. The bank of the 
river, a bluff, was surmounted with 
trenches, capped with rocks, loop-holed 
and partly hidden by bushes. 

Crcii. Wheaton's brigade approached 
tlie river along tlie railroad, leaving 
camp beyond Mnlolos city. Gen. Hales, 
who started yesterday, was earlier on 
the, march, and sweeping westward to- 
ward the railroad. 'The armored train 
was being pushed by Chinamen. TTie 
Twentielh Kansas regiment advanced in 
extended order to the loft, and the First 
Montana regiment with the Utah light 
artillery on the right. The rapid-firing 
guns lui the train opened the ball at 
1 I :H0 a. III., about a mile from the river, 
their popping allernatiiig continuously 
Willi the lioijiu of the six-poiuider.s. The 
Montana regiment and the Utah artil- 
lery batteries at the same time outorod 
the jungle, from which the insurgents, 
who -vvere occupying a large straggling 
village of huts, iioured heavy volleys. 

In the course of an hour the Ameri- 
cans had forced a passage through the 
woods to tlie open s;.e!ce in front of the 
river, and the artillery, immediately on 
wheeling into the open, began shelling 
the FilijMno trenches. In tlie meantime 
Company K, Twentieth Kansas,, led by 
Capt. Boltwood, performed one of the 
most brilliant achievements of the cam- 
paign. The regiment was being hold in 
reserve, und Company K charged a dis- 
hiiice of a quarter of a Ihlle over a corn 
field to the bank of the river near the 
bridge, where the insurgents from a 
trench were peppering the armorcl train 
about 200 yards down tlio track. The 
company found shelter in a ditch. 

Col. Frederick Funston called foP 
volunteers to cross the river, and the 
C^ilonid himself, Lieut. Ball, a private of 
(Jompany K. a iirivale of Comiiany F, 
'i'rumix'ter liarsficld and Coriioral Fijr- 
gusoii, of Company I, crawled along the 
iron girders. Wliile this was going on, 
the ineii of f'oinpany K from the ditch 
were fusilailing the Irenehe-Ji in an en- 
deavor to divert attenlion, but tlio Fili- 
pinos got the rnng(> from a troucli down 
the river, and their bullets .soon spat- 
tered the wall under the s'.ruetiire. 
Having reached the brolceii span, tin; 
sni.ill but valorous parly of Ainerican.f 
slid down the caisson, swam a few yards 
Id l\u> shore and crawled up the bank, 
the little Coioriel leading the w.iy to the 
trenchi's, while the few remaining Fili- 
pinos bolted. 

Col. Funston said afterwards: ' "It 
was not much to do. We knew they 
could not shoot straight and that our 
boys would attend to them while we 
were crossing."

had the hardest fighting. They follow- 
ed the north bank o£ the river near the 
town from the east, with the First Ne- 
braska regiment on the left and the First 
South Dakota and Fiity-Ui-st Iowa be- 
yond. The country ,cas mostly jungle, 
but the Filipinos .stood thoir ground even 
ill the open spaces. Hale's right joined 
Gen. Wheaton's left soi'n after noon, a 
curve in the river enabling the Ameri- 
cans to pour an enfiladiii" fire into tiie 
enemy's trenches. 

About this time the cheers of tlie 
Kansas troops announced that the Am- 
ericans had crossed the river. Gen. 
llale's troops began to ford the Chico, a 
branch of the Ragbag, stretching to the 
north. The General liimselt plunged in 
up to his neck and the roginients all car- 
rying fiags, floundered acros.s the river. 
The guns of the Utah light artillery were 
dragged over ne.xt and formed into an 
cxteiidiHl line to advance upon the 
trenches before Calunijiit from which the 
Filipinos were pouring continuous vol- 
leys. 

The armored cac had one mau killed 
and two wounded. The Kansas regi- 
ment had three wounded during the 
charge and the Utah light artillery one 
killed aud two wounded. Most of the 
other casualties befell the Soutli Dakota 
regiment. 

It is difficult to estimate the insurgent 
losses, but they had no fewer than sev- 
enty killed, many of them by the artil- 
lery.

I^ie iiniiouncemciit that the charter for 
the Kettle Kiver railway will not bo 
prcsisi'il jit tJio present session, of parliiL- 
ment in -ol very great interest. Oue ex- 
pljiuu-tion oflerod ia that ttie influence o( 
the Cauadinii Pneitic is too stroug to 
render it at all likely that the bill would 
pass.

THB SUFFRAGE. 



Now that tlie franchise in federal eloc- 
tiiins is regulated by the province!', tlie 
<lucstiou of womiui suffrage becomes of 
very great interest. AVe saw that last 
scssiou a bill conferring the franchise 
upon women came very near passing our 
own legislature. Tlie Premier of New 
Brunswick, Mr. Enaraersoii, lias always 
been il wcjijiaii suffragist and he has in- 
troduced a resolution into the legislature 
declaring la favor of such a change in 
the Jaw. If it is submitted as a. strict 
party measure it will carry alijKist 
uimniiium.siy. Mr. Stockton, the former 
leader of tlic opposition in thut province, 
was also a woman suffragist, so we may 
asBumc that the measure will receive 
some KupjMirt from the smal^ oppoMtiun 
contijigcnt now in tlie Jogialature. Pos- 
nibly tlio matter may not come up as a 
government measure, but simply :is an 
afDrmntion of an academic principle, fur 
it is hardly supposable that any attempt 
will be made to pass an act giving the 
vote to women, without there having 
lirst of all he-n ;i!.i,i.al t.i tlic iicojili.. 
The mere possibility of Huch a tiling 
shows that the action of the Laurlcr ad- 
ministration ill giving hiuik to the prov- 
inces the control ut the franchise in 
talerul eleeti(jus mki.v ]vdd to ;i very iin- 
eipecttJd and anomalouK condition of 
things. If women are to bave votes in 
New'^i3rmiswick for members of parlia- 
ment, it will be hard to givo any gowl 
reanon why the same right should not be 
citonded to women of other parts of tlu> 
Dominion. It is true that tlie federal 
principle extended to its utmost limit 
would (liv(!st parliament of any rigbt 
wliatevcr to tviy who f^ould and- ■who 
fthould not vole in the several provincw, 
but the JJ, A. act gives tliis right to 
parJjjinic/it, and wo submit that the 
.oi»Jy ,latenttoC -6f vesting it in that body 
woh' to" g^tu're' something like uniformity 
111 fhe law governing the electorate as 
fur an relntes to the election ot mem- 
bers of the House Of ComiDons.

A OJIANGE IN TASTE. 

Very many people who heard Stuart 
llobson have expit'ssed to the Colonist 
their ai)precial ion of his dramatic work, 
but their utter dislike of the play pre 
seuted. The ground ol objection is the 
moral principle underlying it, or perhaps 
it would l>i! more correct to say that 
lack of such i)riiici])le. There is a 
marked and very wholesome change 
coming over popular taste In tliis regard. 
Erotic novels and plays have ceased to 
attract, mid romiuice is taking their 
place. It is a most hopeful sign. Pub- 
lic taste is apt to be perverted iu times 
uf ease and prosperity, but when the 
movement of events autekens, when men 
are watdiing eagerly ' to see what the 
next day Avill bring forth, tliis taste be 
comes more wholesome. In times like 
the present, it is not well that the mind 
should be oucupietl by stories of low life 
in high places, and after all is said, thi 
public is apt to get pretty iiiucli what it 
needs in such matters. With tlie 
veut of sturdier t.iiiies, when nations are 
thinking of their navies and civilization 
is face to face with tremendous perils, 
the poets and poetesses of passion, and 
especially the poetesses, find their occu 
patioii gone. In such times we want our 
novels to tell of deeds of manliness, 
valor and honor; we want the stage to 
depict true heroism, and we refuse to be 
interested in the man who makes war 
only upon the domestic happiness of 
other men, or the woman who is a 
])riestess of degradation. Wo repe.Tt 
that this is a very e.v;cellciit thing, and 
it ought to be a source of deep satisfac- 
tion to every lover of progress to know 
that novels of romance and plays of the 
same (.'harjieter are growing in popular- 
ity every day. A well written romance 
Is most wbolesonu! reading. It appeals 
to the latent chivalry that Is in all of us, 
and which will he the salvation of our 
cirili^-atioii from dtlie <'iiorvaling iiillu 
eiices of wealth, just as it sjived our 
ancestors from relapsing into barbarism 
hi the night of the Dark Ages. The 
days of chivalry are by no means ende<l. 
It Ls true that the incidents of tlio 
baznnr lire in Paris and the more recent 
sinking of a Freueli aleamship, when 
men fought witJi women for means of 
preserving life, are calculated to create 
tbo impression tliat possibly Max Nor- 
dau has good ground for his doctrine of 
degeneration in at least one nation; liut 
wG heard a different story when the Brit 
isb steamship sank off the Channel 
Islands a few weeks ago. Then men 
took life-belts from their own waists 
and fastened them about women ami 
died as Britons should, exeniplifyin;; 
that noble sense of duty towards tlu: 
weak which is the crowning glory of 
our race. In the Samoan islands the 
other day, it was a British bluejacket 
who remaiuod behind to defend 
wounded American oHlcer. This spirit 
of chivalry is the salt tliat will save our 
race from decay, and we welcome the 
evidence of literature and the stage that 
it is gaining in strength, for surely the 
time is not far distant when we will 
need all of it that we can muster. 



TIIK SUNDAY BY-LAW. 

Tile ili'fent of the Sunilay liy-law was 
in respon.-^c to llie demands of public 
opinion. The people of Victoria are not 
ready for the propo-sed stop. Tlfey fall 
to see the necessity of it. This is not 
because they are behind other parts of 
Canada in a desire to see Sunday prop^ 
erly observed, but because they fail to 
see the sense of making such a radical 
cbaiige ii.H was propo.sed. The Eastern 
Sunday, as it is called, is largely a sur- 
vival of Puritan days. 0>niinuiuties 
have grown up under it, and all social 
conditions have adjusted themselves 
accordingly. The \Vest was not settled 
as a rale by nien of jiuritanical ideas, 
hut ratlior otiierwisi'. In many locali 
ties Sunday wa.s liardly ohservwi at all 
but as population increased and .some- 
thing like society became established, a 
gradual change began, and we think th- 
trend w towards a closer observanci' of 
the (lay. 

Speaking particularly of Victoria, we 
think it cannot be denied that Sunday 
is well observed. The churches of th 
city are many and they are well Jit<"nd 
ed; there is no atti'nipl to carry oi 
general business; the saloons ari' closed 
nt least in appeii ra nee; ili,. very grca 
majority of the iieojile abstain from 
labor <if ull kinds. The day is largely 
d>'votcd to plea8,ure, but except that 
peiii)li. lalcc tlii'ir pleasure oiicnly, 
do not fiincy ilierc is- imich (lilTcrcnci> 
this regard between thiw city and ot! 
localities that are held up to it -.ir 
model. If wo could lie sure that by jin^ 
venting pcojili' from hiring a eiu-riage or 
a Iiicycle on Sunriuy, or by keejjing them 
from gatlicriug in tlie park to bear 
naisic, they could be induced Ui remain 
in the seclusion of their homes and de- 
vote tlii'inselves to meditation, there 
would be some reiiaon to prohibit such 
things by Jaw, bat we kiU)W this is j.ot 
till' crfect nnywliere and we do not 

holicve it would have that effect here. 
More Imrm is likely to be done by teach- 
ing that to be wrong, which common 
Hcnse sayK m not wrong, than by permit- 
ting people to take a little pleasure pub- 
'lely oa Sunday. Alderman Bockwith 
vrna good fiaoi|pli to say that he believed 
the Colonist desired to promote Sunday 
obnervance. So It does. The Colonist 
Avould bo glad to see people on cnc day 
out of seven tnhe their minds , ojl^ IpuBl- 
ness and devoiif -ttt> JwstiJHoia** of "thq 



time to serious coBteimplatiottr'' Going to 
church 'is a practice which ought to be 
followed and encouraged. No man can 
claim to have fully developed his charac- 
ter, if he does not cultivate to some ex- 
tent tliat side of It to which religious 
exercises appeal. There Is both strength 
and encouragement to be gained from 
attendance ot church. The Colonist so 
arranges its business that all its em- 
ployees have Sunday to themselves, e.x- 
cejit two or tliree who nre occupied a 
little while in the early morning. It has 
protested agniust those moral reformers 
who v.'ish to compel its eniiiloyees to 
work on Sunday, as newspaper men 
have to in Toronto and other 'Bastern 
cities. It would be glad to see every 
oue iu Victoria follow its example in 
this re.^pecr, and believes they do so, as 
a general thing, as fur as they possibly 
can. 



CJreat claims are made for jarrah 
wikmI as a paving material for streets. 
It seems to bo practically indestructihl*. 
It is impervious to moisture, and insects 
are unable to penetrate Its fibres. In 
Australia this wood has been iLse<l with- 
out renewal in some places for upwards 
of forty years, and curried heavy tralUc 
for the greater part of the time. It is 
recommended for durability, sanitary 
qualities and iioiseU^sness. The wood 
.■ip]>ears to have a peculiar ipialily that; 
renders it poisonous to the whole insect 
and germ tribe. This is a ninttor 
which the Victoria city council will do 
w<>ll to investigate. As wo understand 
the subject, it is not a matter for experi- 
ment, but sinii)!y one of cost. If it will 
iu)t cost too much to pave our streets 
witJi j.srrah, there is no (picstion that it 
ought to be adopted in preference to any 
other material tlmt can bo suggested. 
Possibly blocks from the stiini[)s of the 
Douglas fir ivoulcl be foutn! to Ije next 
best. The.s*; are full of pitch and would 
be very durable and probably be of 
nearly as high sanitary quality as the 
jarrah.

The operations in the Phillppluos is 
the all-absorbing topic of.the Cblnai mall 
advices received last night by the R. 
M. S. Empress of Oliinn. 

A correspondent writing from Manila 
on the 30tli of last month says the Am- 
ericans have cleared the country from 
Mari(iuina to Maril„o, a distance of 
twenty miles. The Americans are having 
t-oine bard fighting, the insurgents show- 
ing a stubborn resistance. Tho Ameri- 
can losses number 81 killed 'ond 230 
wounded. The insurgent losses' axe severe. 
In the Island of Nogros the natives have 
settled down to their peaceful avoca- 
tions, a constitution having been draft- 
ed on American lihea. ESffprts have beea 
made by British residents to reach the 
leaders of the insurgents in tho southern 
islands, nnd .-irrange uiiodleinlly a settle- 
ment of affairs, but they liad proved 
abortive, the Tagnlog emissaries sent 
<lown by Aguinaldo nolding sway over 
the natives. It was staled that Major- 
(ieneral Oti.^ had received instructions to 
turn over his command of the forces 
operating against the Filii)inos to an 
inferior ollicer, and devote himself S(dely 
to the ever-increasing duties of the civil 
governor. This he had absolutely re- 
fused to do, and as he favors a lenient 
iH)licy there is much discontent amongst 
the military party. A Brlflsh subject 
n.anied Nicholson made a plucky journey 
to Malolos, the headqdartcrs of the Fili- 
pinos, to intercede foi the release of the 
Hritlsh subjects held prisoners in their 
homes In the country. After n most 
hazardous journey, he reached Malolos 
and was successful in hia mission. Pro- 
visions are selling at ii preiniinn in Man- 
ila, and large quantities of stores are 
lieing sent down from Hongkong to 
Manila by every steamer. 

It is reported at Wiidioo that the 
prefect lias received information that 
the rebellion has broken out again in that 
part of the Kwangsi province. 

When, last year, the rebellion of .Inly 
and August was suppressed with ruth- 
less severit.v. its lender. Li La)) Tiirg. 
retired into the Tni Kwai iiiountains. 
He lins now, it appears, tnki'ii tile lield 
again. 

The outloid; is rendered more serious 
because drnoghl. cattle i)lagii('. ami the 
increascil i-ost of fooil nre producing 
widespread discontent; also, because 
large (luantities of arms and ammuni- 
tion liave recently been imported into 
Kwangsi. 

Tlie tr.'iile of tiio West River is already 
beginning to stiffer iiiti'rruption. 

News has lately been received at Pe- 
kin from LancUoi'i. ciipltill of ""Ivahsni 
province, that the Mahome<lan communi- 
ties of the northwest of tliat city— known 
as the Sulah Mussulmans, the most s:iv- 
oge nnd bigoted of that faith in the 
Chinese dominions— have rebelled. The 
gr(!en sacred banner of the prophet b'ls 
been unfurled by their akhoon, or chief 
muUa, and the word passed to nil the 
Mahomedan townships in Kansu, Sliensi 
and Chinese Turkestan to wn l-o war to 
the knife u[)on tlie Buddhist n.ilielievers. 

A telegraphic desi)atch from Viceroy 
Tao of Kansu has been received, re- 
porting the massacre of over thirty Chi- 
nese Buddhists by rebel Sulah Mahonie- 
dnns ami Unit a general conllngration is 
feared witli the return <if warm weather 
in April or May, when comiaunication 
be(?omes easier, unless si rong army 
is asseiubleil in Kansu.

Naturalists Discuss Recent 
Discoveries Near Eburne . 
j A on the Frasei; ^ , 



Jin Interesting Paper on Ancient 
Marks, of Prehistoric 
' -People. 



On Monday evening' -at the mcctini; ot 
the Natural History Society, Mr. O. C. 
Hastings read a inosL intereatiiifc' paiK'r 
ou an ludiaji Hhell mound, wliieh lie 
opened near the mouth ot the Feasor 
riyer last summer. Mr. Hastings 
formed oue of ii partj- wlio won' nuikiiiK 
iuvestigivtions ou buhulf oL' tbo Museum 
of Natural History of New York, and 
having interested himself esjwcially in 
work of this oluiraetur for years along 
the coasts of Itritish Colimioia, AVash- 
ingtou and Oregon, he was well (lualilietl 
to deal with tlie subject from a praetieal 
standpoint. He referred in a general 
way to llie characteriJstiGs of shell 
mounds on the Kraser river, at Comox 
and on otlier oarts of the coast, and 
pointed out how importaint it was that 
these aneii'ut marks of prehistorie peo- 
l)les slionld b.n>! greater attention psiid 
to tiiein, ami lluit ;l systematic study be 
inado rfgardiiig tlu-ni. He and others 
on tlic coast had destroyed many siicli 
relics wlilcU would have been valuable 
fronj. a seieutilic and particularly from 
an aathropological point o£ view. In the 
farming lands of the lower Fraser and 
Couiox thei-e had been almost complete 
annihilation Of many of these shell 
mounds, although there are still to be 
found here and there stray fragments. 
Out' of these which stiU remains intact 
and in its original condition ivus opened 
about three miles from the mouth of the 
Fraser river, near the village of Kburne. 
In the days when this shell moiuid began 
to be 'built, the sen Itself came up along- 
side, and the Fraser river at that time 
probalily debouched at Boundary Bay, 
the land .interviening between the river 
and ithe 'mound ; now extending half a 
mile; -so that iis' hearers could to some 
extmt npprecinto the lapse of time since 
the SHPpospd fir.Ht people liS-cd on the 
coast '(if British Coluiubia. 

Mr "Hastings then described the 
moniia, which was 500 feet long and in 
•flie iorm of a crescent. In tlie central 
pai't ot this, however, there was another 
mound C>0 by '100 feet in dimensions and 
aboiTt in feet high. Another evidence 
of fhe age in which the last of these 
mound-biiildcrs lived was the size of the 
trees which grew on the mound. One 
Donglas fir wliioh had just bo<'n cut 
down •moas'ured 12 feet in circumference, 
the Tings on which counted 700 years of 
growth; arid even below th<' living trc<'s 
there were evidences of a fonnor forest 
whiciriiad passed away. The water sup- 
ply was evidently a stream near b>-, 
v>-iiic'h, however, had long ago been 
diverted, the present outlet being some 
distance uway. 

The party of explorers- began opera- 
tions on 'the north side, running a trench 
from !'.,") to -JO feet long, cast and west, 
and then, to use a mining expression, 
" cross-eUtted " north and south about 
40 feet, which brought them into the 
very centre of the Ancient of Days. 

jir. Haslia;;s' description of the in- 
terior and of the? internal structure of 
this renmrkable mound was from the 
facts relateil most interesting. In fact, 
the whdle history nf the prehistoric races 
of this coast .seeme<l to be laid bare, in 
its outline corroborating the general and 
well understood conclusions of scientists 
in regard to the oyolutg>n of the human 
race through the Bone and Stone ages 
up to the most advanced neolithic stage 
when men made highly polished stone 
implements, and, as internal evidence 
went to show in this «ise, had begun 
the use of copper as ornaments. The 
very lorwnst deposit, which was about 
five feet in depth, consisted of a few 
mussel sliclls in snch nn advanced stage 
of decay that • preservation was impossi- 
ble. There were a few clam shells 
mixed with 'the mussels, and a number 
of bone implements, and possibly orna- 
ments. Some of thoni were highly pol- 
ished and a few of tlioni lignred. and 
"where there was any carving it was well 
done. There were, however, in this 
lower deposit, absolutely no human re- 
mains, showing that tlio people of the 
<'arly race who feasted' here buried their 
dead elsev.-liere. and .\Ir. Hastings' 
llieerv is tli.it the efiirns about Vii'toriii 
and up and dnwn the coast in which re- 
mains h;ive lieeii found, were the bury- 
ing phiccs. 

Above the innssel sh<'II deposit there 
was a distinct <-liaii):e in th(> clin racier 
(if the UKiMiid. ^vbich indicates clearly a 
new set of conditions, and prolialily llie 
A'ntrance (}n the S(M}I!i' of ii new riicp nf 
men. l^'i-onj that iM'iiiit. upwards ttiere 
^va.^ !i striit itiea t ion of eiiith and shell 
in which lire [ilaces, ashes, charcoal, 
lianiuii retnains, burni'd ro<'!;s. sloiie ini- 
pleinents and ornanien's, native nione.v, 
reuiains i)f fiMid. ini'ltidiii^' tl.c honi's ef 
(l^^li, hear, elk, 4oer, racDoii. wolves, (.(c, 
W(.'re found. 'I'bese nil told thidr own 
story. In one place '.Air. Hastings said 
they found what aiJiieared to he the re- 
mains of a lion.'^e with ^'h.-irred hiinian 
bollie.s lyinj: uhoijl.. 'f'liis indicaled lli;il 
the cnstom tluui trjw. afi now, of Indians 
leaving tlieir old i*eople at home to shift 
for themselves when on hunting or fish- 
ing exiM-'ditions, and that on one ofulii'se 
occasions the house r>r houses had taken 
fire and the old people had been bnine<l. 
Tlte evidences of fire in the upper strata 
wcne everywhere in aljundance. Mr. 
Hastings rexhibitwl serernl of the stone 
implement^, which he said leonsisted of 
hammers, Kiortars, \vL=dsei!, •uiTow-henfls, 
etc., some of them vciy well finished. 
He also oxWbftcd specimens of what ho 
considered had been used for money. 
The omnmems consisted of <wood, cop- 
per and miea. The copper ornaments 
were very siukII and thin, and cvidentlv 
had been fastened on pieces of wood and 
worn .about the neck, as in nearly . every 
imstance in which the head had l)eeu 
pressed down oh the breast, ithe 'lower 
jaw was deeply . olorcil with green, the 
result of verdigris. 

His own conclucionB wore, from the 
internal widenco furnished by the 
mound, that the mnssel deposits were 
.made by an early race entirely distinct 
from those which onme after, and which 
liitd long, long ago becotne extinct. They 
wive a iieoplo who livisi in llie simplest 
way on niiissel.s and such like, ntid who 
used none but bone implements and 
buried tlieir dead in cairns. The race 
which came after thoni, the reihains of 
■winch were found from the beginning of 
th(! sf rsliiJlcntion upwards, were more 
iidvanced, ,nnd their doveIopme,tt from 
the use of rijugh to polished stone jrapie- 
monts was quite apparent They (jvod 
IB .no«sefl, iveTO- fish anil atnh potefs, Ami

buried their dead near their 'dwellinK 
places. The very latest of these people, 
however, lived there long before the 
trees began to grow on their habitations 
It was quite impossible to apeculate -as 
to time. 

Mr. LlasliiiKs' paper was well received, 
and a cordial vote of thanks was ten- 
dered to him. The result of these ex 
jjlorations will later on be published in 
the report of the Aluseum of Natural 
History of New York, in which the linds 
will be described in detail. The text will 
contain drawings of all the principal 
<il)jccts of interest. ilr. Hasting 
strongly advociited the more systematic 
survey of shell monads which still exist 
here and there at various iioiuts ou the 
Coast. ,

And one, McDoiigall, who, probably 
being of Scotch origin, would take notli- 
ing on trust, did consider it, and laiii 
before the house the fact, that under 
tlie present man'el working |ariff, no less 
than seventy-one tons of scrap iron canu- 
into this country from Great Britain 
last yisar und only 1,378 tons from the 
States. Think what a number of fac- 
tory chimneys must nave been made to 
smoke, by the seventy-one tons of scrap 
iron. 

After having demolished Mr. Patterson 
and his scrap iron. .Mr. McDougall turn- 
ed his investigating search light upon 
another subject, in connection with 
which the prolits under a Grit govern- 
ment showed up much more distinctly. 
Of the Idberal members of this parlin- 
inent at its coninicncenieni, fourteen, lie 
showed, had already gone to their re- 
ward. Mr. Clioqiiette had been ap- 
pointed a Judge. Mr. Loiigclier had been 
appointed a judge, tk.^ late Mr. fjamerou 
aiipoiiited lieutenant-governor of the 
Northwest Territories, Mr. Lister ap- 
IMjinted a judge, Mr. T.avergne appointed 
a judge, Mr. Ilevlin immigration agent 
in Ireland.

Mr. King appointed lo the Senate, Mr. 
Yeo appointed to the Senate, ami Senator 
McLellaii ni;ido lieiHeiiant-guveriKir of 
New Urnnswick, and Sir Oliver Mowat 
lieuteiiiint '.'governor of Ontario. 

Ill addiiiiiii to all this Mr. -McOougnll 
Idled about three pages of Hansard with 
a list of appointments given or promised 
to Crits and their relatives, dwelling 
es|K'cially ujion the family of Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright, who it seems, used to 
have a good deal to say abmit the bom>- 
fits which accrued to the Tupper family. 
He himself iiow draws $8,000 per annum 
whilst his brother, three sons and live 
cousins arc all bencflciaries under the 
present government. Is not this some- 
thing like nepotism? Is it not true that 
the spoils of onice are used to pay the 
political condottieri of the Grits? 

Now let us go back lo the Yukon imit- 
ter. On Friday, April l-lth. Sir Charies 
Tuplier passed the details of the Yukon 
.■jcandal.s <ince more under review, clincli- 
ing the charges which had been made, 
arraying the eviileiice which had been ad- 
diiecd, and showing how strong and how 
si)e(!i(ic that was, liriuging out in strong- 
tsft ndief two or tliree amongst the mtiny 
reasons why tlie Hon. Mr. Sifton's word 
could not be eci'ciitod unsupportetl by 
the house, and forcing hoinc upon the 
goveriiinenl not only tin- reasonableness 
of the opposition's ileniand for a judicial 
eiii|iiiry, but also the iniperalive neces- 
sity for such an eni|iiiry in the iiit(>ri'sts 
of the government itself and for the 
viiiilica I ion of one of the ministers, Jlr. 
Sifton, and his subordiniites. The reso- 
Iiiliou before llie house, inoveil in the 
form of an aniendnicnl by .Mr. Clarlc, 
reads as follows: "That this house 
deems it expedient to inforni His Kx- 
oellcncy. that in vi^'w of th(> widespre.id 
cliargi's of inc.'iiiacity, niiscondiicl. and 
corruption, in the adiniiiislrnLion of pub- 
lic ufTairs, coiniecled with the Yukon, it 
i.i the duty of the goveriimoiit to aiipoint 
without (lelay an independent juiiiei:il 



less or dishonest minister dare not give 
the rein to his inclinations whilst such 
men remain around him, and their re- 
moval is at least likely to rouse siw- 
picion. ^ 

Advertinc to the \VaIsh incident Sir 
Charles pointed out that fai; from be- 
ing an unnecessary charge it was an 
ahsohiK' duty under which the member 
for Pictou hiy. to make that cliarge be- 
fore the Iioiise. Walsh was the 
head of the I'.xecutive in the 
Yukon. The high conimissioner in I-rtin- 
don gave to the representative of a great 
T;ondon banking house letters to ^Valsll. 
This represi'utative presented his letters 
to Walsh and subseiiuently showed those 
letters to the niember for Pictou, and 
complaiiie<l that wb.eii he preseiite<l them 
to \Valsh, Walsh bad him tunied out of 
his ollice, that olllciMl being so drunk 
that ho did not know -what he wa.s 
doing. If the government doubted the 
aiitbeiitieity of his .statement, it had but 
to ask its high commissioner the name of 
the bnnkiiig representatives to whom he 
gave such letters. But tlie government 
is not seeking for such infoi-mation. Over 
and over again Sir Charles gave names, 
or olTered them to ministers for their 
private use, objecting only to their ap- 
pearing in Hansard at present, but tliey 
were refused. The government does not 
want any specilic charges, but offers to 
the country a general denial and pniys 
for a satisfactory ■whitewashing by a 
eommisslouer of its own nppoinlment. 
with limited powers and a packed jury. 

As to the impossibility of accepting the 
Hon. Mr. Sifton's word for anything. Sir 
Charles adduced two illustrations, and 
it was impossible for nnybo<ly to listen 
to tlie story of .Mr. I'hilp, and of Mr. 
Archer .Martin's li(|Uor permit, without 
admitting that in a court of law no jury 
wmild attach the slightest credence to 
anything whicli a witness said subse- 
(luenlly, who had previously given tlie 
court such specimens of his idea of 
truthfulness, as bad Mr. Sifton in those 
two cases. 

Take the eaae of PMIp first. Mr. 
Sifton slated that the story -vvas circu- 
lated at the Coast "that I bad given 
Mr. Philp a liquor permit." "Well, Mr. 
Speaker, he never had a liiinor permit 
from ino or ray department, directly or 
indirectl.v, in any way, shaix' or form, 
hy or under the iintliin^ity of iin.v mein- 
hi'r of this government," This looks 
like u straight denial, and yet on page 
ScT of Hansard the minister of tlio 
interior says tliiit ho wrote this letter: 
"This will introduce Mr. Philp, who 
will be permit led lo enter the Yukon dis- 
trict, with such provisions as he may 
choose lo take with him, without regiird 
to the regulations." And further, from 
a letter re.'id to the lif)US(> it appeared 
that this letter of .Mr. Sifton's was not 
only hxdced upon as a permit lo his late 
partner, .Mr. Philp, but was actually 
offered for sale, as such, to gentlemen in 
A'ictoria. 

Again, in the mutter of tiie .\rcher 
Martin lirpior permit. It was charged 
hy the member for Pictou that a mem- 
lii.'r of the bar at Victoria had obtained 
from the minister of the interior a per- 
mit for his client to send liipior into the 
Yukon. This ilr. Sifton said was aliso- 
Inlely untrue. Ho went further; he 
said that the law jiartner of the niember 
for I'ictou was "the only man tliat the 
public or private riicord of this govern- 
ment can show lias ever telegraphed to 
,1 niember of this govtM-nment from the 
city uf Victoria about a liquor perndt.'' 
.\nd y(M; the same honorable gentleman 
is ilriven to admit on page .ST.l of lliiu- 
sard that he bad a tidegram from Mr. 
Archer .Martin,, then a barrister in \'ic- 
lorin, asking for a permit to nllow liquor 
to go forward, for which a pennit hinl 
been received from the North'west Tcrri- 
lory. 

Now, there is no reason wli.v Mr, Ar- 
cher ^iartin should be blamed for any- 
thing he did in this matter, but wlu.-n Mr. 
Sifton states with the utmost clearness 
and distinctness that no oiu; but Sir 
Charles Ilibbert Tujiper's partner had 
(>ver telegraphed to a member of the gov- 
riiineiit from the city of Victoria "about 



vice to the gold commiasioncr. 

But it seems to uio useless to continue 
to hammer in these ehnrgcs. They 
huvo been made in sulUcieut* numbers, 
aud driven homo us far us charges can 
be driven. It remains now to answer 
two iiniiortant suggestions made upon 
tlie goverhnient side. h''irst it was r-iUg- 
gested by the iiiiuistcr of marine and 
lishcries that the proper constitutional 
way of bringing these charges would 
have been hy fornuilatiiig them with 
the same particulurity as that with 
which an indictment in court is framed, 
and laying them before the house on the 
responsibility of the person making the 
charge, and praying for a committee of 
the house to investigate. This -would 
mean tliat what is practically an indict- 
ment of tlie government (Jlr. Sifton's 
colleagues) should bo submitted to a 
bodv of whicli a majority was composed 
of the government indicted. Is this 
reasonable? 

Secondlv, it is asked : "What prece- 
dent is there for the appointment of 
such an investigation as Is asked for 
upon such grounds as are alleged?" 

The answer to this Is conclusive. In 
ISSU Sir Charles Tupper was concerned 
in dealing with large sums of money in 
■ ■oniiection with the O. P. B., and insinu- 
ations were indulged in by the Globe 
tliat this money was not being applies! 
properly. Without any request the 
government of that day took prompt 
meusurea to establish its own reputation 
by appointing such a commission us is 
now asked to enquire into the conduct 
of the governuient and its ollicials, and 
two volumes of evidence taken upon 
oath by this eouimission from all con 
ceriied," from Sir Charles downwards 
i?vist to-day to prove that there was no 
ground for the ahaiidoiied insinuations 
of the Clobe. 

liefore the close of the debate, -Mr. 
Morrison, of New Westminster, spoke, 
and Col. ItoniviUe, as the two nicnibers 
who had been to Dawson. You nave 
alreaily had a synopsis of Mr. Morrison's 
speech'. The inaccuracy of a gentleman

w-cight with the people, but possibly 
some of those at the Coast will know 
what to think of the geutlomun who 
spoke as an eye-witness, as a witness 
for the mining men of the \Vest, and 
after contrasting Canadians unfavorably 
with AniDriciiiis, stated that he had seen 
nothing siilliciently serious to warrant 
such eliurgos us the. opposition were 
making, although towards the end of 
his speech the honorable gentleman 
somewhat lost his head and nearly let 
out the truth in these words: "The time 
has almost come when the government 
must abandon its position of aiK>logetic 
defence and take some aggressive, active 
steps for the administration of the 
Y'ukon." 

He found nothing to complain of, but 
Mr. Blchardson, liiberal member for 
Lisgar, did, and after pointing to Miss 
Shaw, whom he knew,. Itouter's agent, 
Mr. Miller and others as giving reliable 
specific evidence, he declarcHi his belief 
in the corrupt i(ui in the Yukon, and 
stated that be only voted with the gov- 
einnieiit on the faith of the promise 
made hy the minister of marim* and 
tishcries that if Mr, Ogilvie's commis- 
sicui was not ahsoliitely thorough and 
satisfactory, it should be followed by 
such an olli-.-inl invi'stigati n into all the 
charges as would satisfy lioth sides of 
the house. 

This is a man who seems to be a man 
lirst. Liberal afterwards, and none the 
worse Liberal for that, and his conduct 
is In striking coutrust witJi that of 
Western menibers like -Mr. Morrisiai and 
Mr. Hostock, who will let the interests 
of their proviiici' go to the devil to 
please their party leaders. 

Of .Mr. Doiiiville it is kind to hope and 
believe that when he spoke he was in 
his usual i-onditiou. lip reminded the 
old leader tliat'his end was near at hand, 
that he would soon be wiped off the 
slate, that he could not last many 
iiuiiiths, etc.. and he ttxdv pleasure iu it, 
while the old g-iaiit laughed at him as a 
full-grown iiinn may laugh at the 
threats of a gamin. Some people's 
speeches are like their mouths in the 
morning— full of bad taste.

The end came with some suddenness 
lust night, and upon a division the 
Yukon scandals were shelved for this 
year, apparently, by a majority of KJ in 
the house. We shall hear something if 
the country iigroes with the hou.se in this 
matter; ineuiiwhile it is odd that I 
liould receive by this morning's post a 
letter from a gentleman exceedingly well 
known in Rritish Columbia, wdio has 
been all tin; way to tlic Yukon, in which 
ho writes stronger things than a iiowa- 
piiper dare print about the honorable Mr. 
Sifton, and adds: "It is awfully dilh- 
ciilt to prove the Y"iikon scandals, for 
reasons which are iKitont, but every 
word of Tu[)per's speech is true. Alost 
of it I can answer for from personul ex- 
perience." 

This man has nothing to do with poli- 
tics. 'What are we to say of those who 
have, and have added to the dilUcultics 
of those who are ,sent hero to light the 
light of miners and Western pioneers; 
of Mr. Aulay Monnson^ in whom wo be- 
lieved; of Mr. Mclnncs, from a miners' 
constituency; and of that automatic 
voting machine from West Kootcnay, 
whose only use is to prove the inaccu- 
racy of the American adage that "money 
talks " ?
